Overcome in a Cistern. 

Silas Hume, colored, was en 
gaged Tuesday in deepening a 
[ «btem for Mr. Mike Callery, at 
his home about a mile and a half 
from this city on the Versailles 
pike, and going down into the 
cistern too soon after he had fired 
a blast he felt himself being over- 
come by smoke and foul air caused 
by the burning powder, and at- 
tempted to climb out again, but 
just as he was nearing the top of 
the ladder he was overcome and 
fell back, striking his head upon 
the rocks at the bottom of the 
cistern. The man who was helping 
him ran immediately for help, but 
before he could be gotten out life 
was extinct. The remains were 
brought to the home of Hume's 
. wife, in one of the Petry houses, 
near the penitentiary, where they 
were viewed by Coroner Dehoney 
' and a jury, when a verdict was ren 
dered that the deceased came to 
^hj» death by being overcome by 
foul air and falling into a cistern 
'on the place of M. Callery, on the 
morning of August 28th, 1894. 

Capital Railway Co. Sued. 

Several weeks ago Will Fallis 
and Ben Jackson were in a wagon 
driving along the Lewis Ferry 
I pike, or Wilkinson street extend- 
ed, when a motor car came along, 
and their horse becoming frighten- 
ed backed the wagon into the car. 
The two men were thrown out of 
< the wagon by the collision and so 
badly hurt that they were laid up 
for some time. They have now 
brought suit against the Capital 
Railway Company, through Hon. 
Jas. Andrew Scott, their attorney, 
for 15,000 damages. 

Judge Heriulon. 

Mr. W. C. Herndon, who was 
'^ elected Police Judge of this city 
at the last November election, 
will to-day take the oath of office 
and enter upon the discharge of 
the duties of the office, relieving 
Judge W. H. Sneed, who has held 
the position for the past sixteen 
years.

William Henry.a negro convict, 
who was sent from Pulaski county 
in 1884 to serve a life sentence for 
murder, was pardoned out of the 
penitentiary by Gov. Brown on 
J Wednesday. 



Council Proceedings. 

Regular Meeting, Aug. 28/94. 

The city council at its meeting 
Tuesday night received the petition 
of twenty-three citizens of Belle- 
point asking that that faubourg be 
annexed to the city of Frankfort. 
Although an ordinance was pre- 
sented covering the case, it was 
reterred to the ordinance commit- 
tee as required by law, and they 
were directed to advertise the mat- 
ter. 

Councilman Utterback ofiered a 
resolution instructing the City At 
torney to make a test case against 
some one for whom a pavement had 
been built in front of their property 
by the city. 

The fire committee reported 
that they had been unable to agree 
on the price of the i.ooo feet of 
hose ordered by the city. The 
price ranged all the way from 47 
to 90 cents per foot. The matter 
was referred back to the commit- 
tee to try and make the trade. 

The street committee reported 
in favor of requiring certain prop- 
erty owners on Mero and inter- 
secting streets to build gutters in 
front of their property. Lost, for 
the want of the two -thirds vote 
necessary. 

Judge Jos. H. Lewis was allowed 
a rebate on his bank stock un 
lawfully assessed. 

The finance committee was 
ordered to look up the assessments 
against the Mason-Foard Co. for 
the years 1886 *87 and '88. 

The street entrance to the' cellar 
of Holmes & Baird was discussed 
and the nuisance it produces, and 
it was referred to the. committee 
to report an ordinance to require 
it to be closed up. 

The council then adjourned un 
til the next regular meeting night 

at 7:30 o'cloc k.

plied to the good of the entire 
county. 



The good people of my native 
city and county have honored me 
time and again by electing me to 
different and important offices. My 
election for four successive terms 
to the office which I am soon to 
voluntarily surrender, while evi- 
dencing the partiality and most 
generous favor of my personal as 
well as political following, is an 
earnest of my faithful, impartial 
and successful discharge of duty 
in the past, and must be my 
guarantee for the future. 

I have in no sense sought this 
office, and if I am elected to it I 
must be elected by the uncor- 
rupted vote of the people, as I will 
not bring to bear any corrupting 
influences to obtain it.
